3. The number of persons relieved out of the Workhouse 
has fluctuated little since tho date of our last Report ; aud 
has never exceeded 3,173 in one week during the twelve 
months. The present number on out-door relief is only 1 ,53 1 . 

4. The number of the inmates of Workhouses has been 
materially less for the fifty-two weeks of the past year than 
it was in the corresponding successive weeks of the previous 
year; showing a difference of about 40,000 in each week 
throughout the series. 

Tiie exact difference at the last week of the series is 
42,052 ; the total number for the week ending 22nd April, 
1854, being 104,089; while for the corresponding week 
in 1853 it was 146,141. 

o. We observed in the fifth paragraph of our last Report 
that a remarkable change had occurred in the time of the 
year when the number of inmates in the Workhouses was 
at its maximum; the maximum having been formerly in 
June, but having for the last two years shown itself in 
February. 

The series of weeks above given for the year 1863-54 
shows the same result as in the last, and in the preceding 
year; the highest number, so far, having occurred in the week 
ended 1 1th February last, viz., 116,033.* 

6. The rate of mortality shown in the last weekly series of 
Returns slightly exceeds that of the preceding year. This 
increased rate is not to be attributed (with the exception of 
a few fatal cases of Cholera) to any peculiar degree of un- 
healthiness either in the Workhouses or in the population at 
largo. We believe its true causes to be the decreasing pro- 
portion of the younger classes of inmates, and the tendency 
which we remarked upon in the 7th and 8th paragraphs of 
our last Report, to make the Workhouses assume, to a certain 
extent, the character of hospitals; a result which must neces- 
sarily increase the rate of mortality among those registered 
as inmates of the Workhouse. In order to measure, as well 
as we can, the progress of this tendency, we commenced in^ 
January last a general register of the causes of death in the 
Workhouses; and for the four months which have since 
elapsed, the following is the result of the Returns : — 

* The true proportion of the total number of children under 15 is not 
shown in this series, those in hospital not being distinguished from other 
inmates in hospital. For example, on 31st December, there were 41,598 
“ healthy children the number in hospital at that date was 7,889, nearly 
one-sixth of the whole number.

From this it appears that the proportion of inmates in hos- 
pital has increased from 15 per cent, to 23 per cent, in the 
last two years and three months, a period during which the 
country was peculiarly free from epidemic disease. 

8. The above Return, together with other information 
which has reached us, similar in character to that mentioned 
in our last Report, convinces us of the existence of a general 
disposition on the part of Boards of Guardians to make the 
Workhouses available for hospital uses, as well as for the 
relief of the destitute poor ; and we continue to think that 
this tendency has manifested itself more distinctly since the 
passing of the Medical Charities Act. * It is further to be 
observed that the permanent Workhouse accommodation in 
Ireland was, in consequence of the famine, carried to an 
extent exceeding what is likely to be required hereafter for 
Poor Law purposes only. The Workhouse accommodation 
as existing in January, 1854, is thus represented by the 
Architect: — *

9. The above considerations are among those which have 
led us to recommend further legislation on the subject of 
Medical Charities in Ireland, so as to render Workhouse

buildings available beyond their present legal uses ; which, 
uses are in strictness limited to the reception and maintenance, 
of destitute persons only. The details of that proposal have, 
already been laid before your Excellency in our Second 
Medical Charities Report. 

10. We have likewise in the Medical Charities Report ex- 
plained the course of our proceedings, in relation to the 
epidemic of Cholera, in exercise of our functions as Com- 
missioners of Health under the Nuisances Removal and Dis- 
eases Prevention Acts. We have here only to add to the 
statements contained in that Report, that generally the 
Boards of Guardians of the Unions iu Ireland, are active in 
taking the necessary precautions to protect the Workhouse 
inmates under their charge, from a danger to which even 
healthy persons, when congregated in considerable numbers 
in the same building are, as experience has shown, peculiarly- 
exposed. At present the Kanturlc Workhouse is the only 
one in which Cholera has prevailed to any serious extent. 
In that case the total number of deaths was 45, including the 
.cases admitted into as well as those which arose within the 
Workhouse; and tho Workhouse as well as the town of 
Kanturk is now free from the disease. In addition to our 
direct communications to Boards of Guardians on the subject 
of Cholera, as set forth in the Medical Charities Report, we 
have to call attention to a Circular addressed to our Inspec- 
tors on the same subject, which will be foimd in the Appen- 
dix to this Report.* 

11. We have reason to believe from the Reports of our 
Inspectors, that the Workhouse Schools have continued 
steadily to improve during the past year in literary know- 
ledge, whilst marked progress has been made since our last 
Report in the industrial education of the juvenile inmates of 
Workhouses. It would appear from Returns which we ob- 
tained in September last, that there were at that date, 1,07 0 
statute acres attached to Workhouses either wholly or par- 
tially cultivated by boys under 15 years of age; and that there 
were at that period (the one when the supply of boys able to 
work is the smallest in the whole year, from the demand for 
labour outside the Workhouse) 3,7fc’3 boys employed on the 
Workhouse farm, and forming an agricultural class. 

■ 12. In 107 Unions out of 163, the total number of Unions 
in Ireland, a select number of boys . had been trained to 
agriculture. Since that date further steps have been takep 
for this object in 31 Unions, leaving only 25 Unions-(some of 
which are new Unions, with unfinished Workhouses), in which 
no agricultural instruction is at present given. The impedi-

ments, as stated by the Guardians of those Unions, are either 
that the grounds are unenclosed, that there are no boys in 
the School old enough to work, or other causes, to the remo- 
val of which the attention of the Guardians has been directed 
by us. Besides agricultural instruction, 3,196 boys were 
learning the trades of either shoemakers, tailors, weavers, 
bakers, carpenters, tin-smiths, or other trades. Adding to 
the latter number that of the agricultural class, we obtain a 
total number of nearly 7,000 boys receiving an industrial 
education, or nearly the whole number of boys aged from 12 
to 15, and who are old enough to be trained. The hours 
devoted daily to the industrial training of boys averaged five. 

13. 14,273 girls under 15 years of age were employed 
in household work, sewing, knitting, washing, baking, em- 
broidering, spinning. 

In 7 Unions only, out of the entire number, no industrial 
training was then given ; about four hours appears to be the 
average time devoted daily to the industrial training of the 
girls. 

14. It is satisfactory to us that 5,371 children under 15 
years of age, obtained employment outside the Workhouse 
during the year 1852 ; and we have no doubt that at least an 
equal proportion have done so during the past year. 

15. There is reason to think that a juvenile inmate now 
obtains a prospect of support and leaves the Workhouse at 
an earlier age than formerly: as well-conducted boys wheu 
trained by the Guardians have less difficulty than they had 
in obtaining employment at the age of 14 or 15. The diffi- 
culty is, however, greater with the girls than the boys. 

16. While there is thus every prospect of t-lio number of 
children, especially boys, being further greatly reduced by 
the growing demand for labour, we have thought that the 
incumbrance caused by the continued residence of so many 
able-bodied young women in the Workhouses, is not likely 
to be so readily abated ; and we have therefore applied for, 
and obtained the consent of the Lords Commissioners of the 
Treasury, to the appropriation of £10,000 out of the remain- 
ing balance of the Rate-in-aid Fund, to the purpose of assist- 
ing in the emigration of young females who are now in the 
Workhouse, and chargeable on the worst-circumstanced 
Divisions in the West and South-West of Ireland. The 
unabated demand for this class of emigrants in the Province 
of Upper Canada, encouraged us to make that province the. 
place of destination of 1,500 young women; and we are 
assured by recent advices from Mr. Buchanan, the emigratiou 
agent at Quebec, that no difficulty would be found in obtain- 
ing immediate engagements for twice that number. 
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Rate of Wages in Ireland. 
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17. Independently of the assistance given for this purpose 
from the Rate-in-aid Fund, emigration from the Workhouses 
in Ireland has been promoted to a material extent during the 
past year by the Guardians of Unions; chiefly by sums which 
they have voted in aid of remittances from America, to enable 
the inmates to join their friends or relations already settled 
in that country. The result of our returns under this head 
is as follows : —

Thus including the cost of the free passages, a sum of 
about £3, .500 is known to have been remitted to enab e 
more than 1,100 inmates of the Workhouse to join fnends 
who had previously emigrated or settled in Great Britain. 

There is little doubt that many others have left the Work- 
house in consequence of similar remittances, not made 
through or known to, the Guardians. , , ,

most parts of tlie country the wages of artizan tradesmen 
have improved in a still higher ratio than those of the common 
labourers. The result of this inquiry is more fully set forth 
in our correspondence with the Emigration Commissioners 
which will he found in tho Appendix.* 

19. This . improvement in the general rate of wages, 
together with a more continuous state of employment^ 
accounts for the absence of an increased pressure on the 
Irish Workhouses, which might have been expected from the 
material rise which has taken place in the prices of food 
since the date of our last Report. As the food accessible to 
the peasantry is much the same as that provided in the 
Workhouses, the enhanced price of food to tho labourer will 
be seen from the following series of the weekly prices of 
maintenance in the Workhouses, which shows that within 
a very short period the cost of food alone has increased from 
Is. 2-$d. to la. 9 d, per week.

It thus appears that the entire number of inquests in cases 
of supposed death from want in the course of the last year 
was 17. On referring to the particulars of these cases as 
reported on by our Inspectors, and as detailed in the deposi- 
tions before the Coroner, they appear generally to have talceh 
place under circumstances which did not admit cf any inter- 
position in the way of relief, either by Poor Law Officers or 
by other persons ; being in most instances cases of death by 
the wayside, of beggars and vagrants, or of intemperate per- 
sons, or of persons accidentally exposed to extreme cold, or 
to sudden sickness. Of the last-mentioned class of cases 



there is no doubt that a great number are, in the course of 
each year, admitted into the Union Workhouses, and very 
many lives saved; although, occasionally, distance from the 
Workhouse and the difficulty of procuring any temporary- 
lodging for sick persons in Ireland, has, in some cases, led 
to failure in affording effectual relief to the sick. 

21. The collection and expenditure of Poor Rates in Ire- 
land during the year, ended 29th September, 1853, is now 
before us in the audited accounts of each of the 163 Unions, 



showing in the whole a collection of £1,000,312, and an ex- 
penditure of £785,7 18 in relief of the poor.* 

The total collection and expenditure in comparison with

23. From the above statement it will be seen that the 
relief which was afforded in the last session of Parliament to 
the worst circumstanced districts of Ireland by the removal 
of the burthen of the Consolidated Annuities, was very 
little felt during the year in question; for the removal 
had necessarily no relation to the Annuities due and pay- 
able for the first and second years;— the collection, there- 
fore, of these Annuities was actively continued during the 
year, and is still proceeding, without impediment or°diffi- 
culty; the provisions of the Act being such as to secure 
with complete certainty, at the expense of some delay 
ultimate payment of the whole. At present, out of 
£357,858 4§. 0 \d., the entire payable amount of the two 
Annuities, there is only £28,768 16.?. 5d. outstanding. The 
success of similar provisions in the Rate-in-aid Act has been 
demonstrated with more completeness ; the whole of that 
rate having been now realized with the exception of a small 
sum due on certain townlands transferred fromMacroom Union 
to Cork Union, for which the Guardians of Macroom Union 
are liable, hut which, in consequence of change of boundaries, 
has not yet been paid. In a very short time we expect that 
all these temporary exceptional charges on the poor rates of 
Ireland will have ceased, and that thenceforth the rates will 
be applied exclusively to the Relief of the Poor, the support 
ot the Medical Charities, and the execution of the Nuisances 
Removal and Diseases Prevention Acts. 

24. We mentioned, in paragraph 16, that the principal 
part of the remaining balance of the Rate-in-Aid Fund had 
been applied to the emigration of 1 ,500 young females from 
the worst circumstanced Electoral Divisions of the south and 
south-west of Ireland. As the Rate-in-Aid Fund is now 
very nearly expended, we give below a precise statement of 
the account as it now stands.

The very small balance now remaining will, we anticipate, 
bo sufficient, but not more than sufficient, to meet the 
exigencies of a limited number of Electoral Divisions, so as 
to prevent a necessity for excessive rates on those Divisions^ 
after next harvest, from which time forth all assistance of 
this nature will cease. 

25. We discontinue on the present occasion the practice 
pursued in former lleports of anticipating the result of the 
audited Union Accounts for the half year immediately pre- 
ceding the date of our Deport. We do so, partly with the 
view of avoiding the discrepancies necessarily incidental to 
such practice, and partly because the expenditure may now 
be considered as approaching its ordinary level, and be- 
cause, therefore, there is less anxiety to learn by anticipa- 
tion what tlie result of the accounts, when duly made up, is 
likely to be. It may be well to state, however, that notwith- 
standing the greatly increased cost of maintenance in tlie 
Workhouses, and notwithstanding the extraordinary expenses 
incurred in meeting the visitation of Cholera, there has been 
in the early months of the current year so great a decrease 
in the number of inmates in comparison with the corres- 
ponding months of last year, that we anticipate a furthei 
decrease of expenditure for the year which will end on tlio 
29th September, 1854.

No. 1 . — Removal of Paupers from one Union to 
another : — Circular to Boards of Guardians thereon.

Sir, 

Several cases have been recently brought under the notice of 
tliG Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland, in which it appeared that Paupers who had been 
discharged from the Workhouse, and who were desirous of pro- 
ceeding to distant parts of the country, had been furnished with 
documents signed by the Master or some other Officer of the Work-

liouse, certifying- the fact of the Pauper’s discharge from the Work- 
house his desire to proceed to some distant union, and his inability 
to maintain himself on the road, and recommending the Masters of 
the several Workhouses at which he might apply on the journey to 
afford him food and shelter for the night. 

This practice is open to very serious objections, not only on 
account of its tendency to encourage mendicancy, but also as pro- 
moting a direct breach of the 3rd See. of the Vagrant Act, (10 and 
II Vic., c. SI,) which renders the going from one union to another 
for the purpose of obtaining relief, a punishable offence. 

In the Commissioners’ Circular Letter of the 3rd of February, 
1851, they communicated to the Board of Guardians the opinion 
of the then Attorney-General, that an Indictment would lie against 
a Board of Guardians for causing Paupers to bo removed from then- 
union to another, thereby burdening the latter with the cost of their 
support ; and although the cases now referred to are somewhat 
different to those on which this opinion was given, the Commis- 
sioners think it probable that parties who are proved to have been 
guilty of promoting the commission of an offence under the Vagrant 
Law, in the way described, might he held to he liable to punish- 
ment ; and the Commissioners will deem it their duty to take very 
serious notice of the conduct of any union officer who may here- 
after he proved to have given documents of the nature above men- 
tioned to paupers on their discharge. , . , 

The Commissioners request that the contents of this Circular 
may bo made known to all the Officers of the Union.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws foi . Bel ef oi 
the Poor in Ireland have received a Report from their AiUntect, 
Mr. Wilkinson, in which he urges the importance of attending to 
the repairs of the main buildings of the Workhouses geneially, 
throughout Ireland. Many of them, he states receive good atten- 
tion, and are well kept in order by annual contracts, but others sue 
greatly neglected, and parts are in a state of decay faom b “ 
attention, and particularly from the want of proper protection by 

Pa Mi-. Wilkinson also states, that the gangways of the 
some houses, likely to become rotten very soon 10 m P 
of frequently flooding with water instead of dry-rubbing and 
moderate use of water. The urine tubs, too at the. end of the floors 
in some of the dormitories, are often found to be . used .in a way that 
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will render a speedy renewal of that part of the floor where they 
are placed necessary. 

The Commissioners direct me to draw the particular attention of 
the Board of Guardians to this subject, and, at the same time, to 
refer them to the Circular Letter of the 6th December, 1847, 
(printed in the Annual Report for 1S4S) on the subject of the Ven- 
tilation, Repairs, and Cleansing of Workhouses; and also to the 
Circular Letter of 24th May, 1851, (printed in the Commissioners’

No. 3. — Desertion opWipe or Family : — Circular to Boards 
of Guardians thereon. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
4tli June, 1853. 

Sir, 

Some cases having been brought under the notice of the Com- 
missioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in 
Ireland in which parties had been summoned under the provisions 
of the Irish Vagrant Act, for deserting or wilfully neglecting to 
maintain persons whom they were liable by Law to maintain, and 
in which questions had arisen as to tho necessity of certain Evidence 
being given to justify the Magistrates in convicting the parties 
charged, the Commissioners have caused a ease to be laid before the 
Attorney and Solicitor General for Ireland on the subject, and they 
have now directed me to communicate to you, for the information 
of the Board of Guardians, the opinion, given thereon. 

I am accordingly to state that the Attorney and Solicitor General 
have expressed an opinion, that “ in a prosecution for deserting a 
“ wife, it is not indispensable that any proof should he given of the 
“ husband’s ability to maintain, but it must be sufficiently proved 
“ that he has abandoned her, and not left with intent to earn 
“ money for the support of himself and family.” They are of opinion 
likewise, that “in a prosecution for wilfully neglecting to niain- 
“tain, some evidence of ability to maintain must be given by the 
“ prosecutor : slight evidence would perhaps be sufficient, as the 
“ onus of proving inability ought properly to lie on the person who 
“ relies on it, as his justification for the non-performance of a duty 
“ both moral and legal.” 

It will be observed from the tenor of the above opinions, that 
“Desertion” and “"Wilful Neglect to Maintain” are regarded as 
distinct and separate offences.

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No. 4. — Industrial Training of Workhouse Children: — 
Circular to Boards of Guardians thereon. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
17tli September, 1853. 

Sib, 

The Poor Law Commissioners are desirous of learning the 
extent to which industrial training' has been carried out in the 
Workhouse of each Union, and the number of Boys and Girls who 
are now receiving this practical education, to which the Commis- 
sioners attach the utmost importance, as they consider that the 
education of tho children in a Workhouse, however carefully carried 
out in regard to its literary,’ moral, and religious character, cannot 
be entirely successful unless sucb habits of usefulness and labour are 
imparted to the children as shall fit them to become independent 
members of society. The Commissioners believe that considerable 
progress lias been made in this respect in many Unions ; but in the 
present position of Union affairs, when the attention of the Guar- 
dians of the Poor can be devoted to questions of detail, the Com- 
missioners anxiously hope that a still further advance maybe made 
in practical instruction, especially when the drain caused by emigra- 
tion has rendered it of so much importance to make available to the 
utmost extent the existing amount of labour in Ireland, whether 
skilled or unskilled. 

The subject of juvenile education has engaged much attention 
both in England and on the Continent ; and the exertions already 
made have been attended with the most favourable results. 

The Commissioners enclose a copy ol a Circular addressed to the 
Poor Law Inspectors in January last, chiefly bearing on Agricultu- 
ral Industrial Education, which appears the most suitable to rural 
Unions ; but in the Workhouses of Unions comprising large towns, 
several descriptions of trade have been taught. Boys have been 
instructed in the trades of 

Tailors, Whitesmiths, 

Shoemakers, Tinworkers, 

Carpenters, Coopers, 

Blacksmiths, Weavers, and others. 

Girls have been trained for domestic service, and been taught 
needlework, knitting, t-lie making ol clothing, bonnet-making, and 
muslin embroidery ; thus many girls have at an early age been able 
to become independent members of society. . 

The Commissioners believe it to he essential to the woll-doing of 
a Workhouse School, that the Instructors should Ire able and efficient 
officers, and have their attention heartily devoted to the children 
under their care. The Schoolmaster and Mistress ol a Workhouse 
are not merely teachers, but are, to the friendless and the orphan, in 
tho position of a parent. But two-tliirds of the juvenile inmates of 
Workhouses in Ireland are without parental guidance and support ; 
and it is, therefore, the more necessary that the Teachers should 
acquire a knowledge of the temper and disposition of every child : 
however', it rarely happens that an Officer qualified, in point of at- 

c 
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tainments, will accept an underpaid office, unless young and unex- 
perienced, in winch case, he will leave on the first opportunity. In 
some Workhouses the Teachers are changed repeatedly from this 
cause ; and frequent changes of officers must destroy the parental 
relation, and generally impair the efficiency of the school. The 
Commissioners have, therefore, observed, with much regret, a ten- 
dency in some Boards of Guardians to reduce the already barely 
adequate salaries of these officers. 

The Commissioners have only to add, that if the Guardians of any 
Union experience a difficulty in obtaining possession of a few addi- 
tional acres of land for the boys’ farm, the Commissioners will use 
their best exertions to assist the Guardians in removing it.

I am directed by the Commissioners for administering the Laws 
for Relief el the Poor in Ireland, to forward for your information, a 
copy of the last Report of the Commissioners of National Education, 
by which you will observe that the Commissioners of Education ate 
desirous that the number of Workhouse Agricultural Schools, iu 
connexion with that Board, now amounting to 16, should be 
increased. 

There are many Unions not included in that number, in which' 
the_ hoys are at present trained in agricultural work, hut without 
assistance from the Commissioners of National Education ; and in 
any case in which the Guardians may desire to receive that assist- 
ance, it will be necessary for them to enter on their minutes, a reso- 
lution to that effect ; stating further, that a class of boys is or will 
be taught by the Schoolmaster (or Agriculturist) the theory and 
practice of agriculture. On the receipt of this resolution, there is 
reason to believe that the Commissioners of Education will provide 
a free stock of Agricultural Class Books. . 

The Commissioners of Education will further direct their Agri- 
cultural Inspector to visit the school, and should his Report be 
favourable, both as to the state of that portion of the farm cultivated 
by the boys, as well as to the attention given by the Schoolmaster or 
Agriculturist, to teaching the elementary knowledge of agriculture, 
a gratuity, which may he an annual one, will be given to the Teacher 
by the Education Board, not exceeding £15. Agricultural Schools 
have, in many Unions, been in successful operation, which are not 
in connexion with the National Board ; hut the grant of books, and 
a premium to the Teacher, will, the Commissioners trust, be found 
an additional encouragement to the full working of the system, 
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whilst, no doubt, tlie practical information of tlie Agricultural 
Inspector, as to the best method of farming, will also be -valuable. 

The Commissioners believe there are few Workhouses which have 
not a sufficient quantity of land attached to them to enable the 
Guardians to set apart a portion for the purpose of training an 
Agricultural Class. Tlie crops to be raised would most probably be 
those requiring tlie greatest amount of care and spade labour ; and 
should the cultivation of the land, by the boys, go no further than 
to raise the various kinds of vegetables required for the use of the 
inmates, a better system of cultivation of the more useful green 
crops might probably be introduced into the district. 

The agricultural instruction (in Unions where there is no skilled 
agriculturist), both in the school rooms and field, will devolve on 
the Schoolmaster, who should devote a portion of liis time to these 
objects, without sacrificing the three hours in school, prescribed. by 
Article 23 of the Workhouse regulations. A difficulty may be raisedin 
carrying out tliis system, from alleged want of leisure on the part of 
the Schoolmaster ; but in ordinary instances it has been found suf- 
ficient to devote one hour before breakfast, and three before dinner, 
to literary instruction, and to devote from two to five to tbe farm. 

It has been observed, that where the school hours have been 
limited, and the children employed in the open air, they have 
assumed a stronger and healthier appearance, whilst they have not 
fallen back in other branches of knowledge. The Commissioners 
believe it to be of the utmost importance that children who havo to 
live by their labour should be trained to labour early ; a boy who 
has not handled a spade at tlie age of fourteen, will rarely turn out 
an active labourer ; and that it is therefore most desirable that the 
boys generally should be accustomed to work at the earliest practi- 



cable age. . 

It has been observed, that the success of all benevolent institutions 
for the education of the children of the poor, at home and on the 
continent, has, in no small degree, turned on the amount of indus- 
trial teaching provided for the children; and that those institutions 
have been less useful, where the chief efforts have been directed to 
literary attainments. The Guardians should, of course, provide the 
necessary agricultural implements, suited to the age and strengt o 
the children. ... , 

The Commissioners have, therefore, to request that you will take 
an opportunity of conveying these views to the Boards of (juardiaus 
of any Union of your district, in which' proper arrangements tor 
agricultural instruction of the hoys are not in operation, orm wine 
you may consider the existing arrangements may be improved y 
adopting the above suggestions. 

It has been represented to the Commissioners, that the minimum 
amount of nutriment required to be given to class 4, by the dietary 
Regulations, (Article 13 in Workhouse Rules,) is scarcely sufficient 
for boys between tlie ages of 12 and 15, when engaged several 
hours of the day in active and laborious employment; and the 
Commissioners have been requested, in some cases, to constitute 
these boys into a separate class, intermediate to classes d and 4, 
with au additional allowance of food. 

a 2 
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On full consideration hereof, tlio Commissioners have determined 
not to alter tlie existing regulations relating to the dietaries, but 
they desire to point out that they are prepared, under paragraph 
No. 10, of those Regulations, to entertain any proposal which may 
he made to them by the Board of Guardians, under the advice of the 
Medical Officer, to giro a somewhat larger allowance of food to boys 
between the ages of 12. and 15, engaged in agricultural or other 
industrial training, than to the other children included in class 4.

The attention of tlie Commissioners for administering tlie 
Laws for Relief of tlie Poor in Ireland, lias been recently called by 
one of tbe Auditors to the difficulties which have, on some occasions, 
been experienced in proceedings against Union Officers, for recovery 
of sums surcharged against them, at the Audit of the Union 
Accounts, on account of loss or other deficiency in goods in their 
charge. 

The Commissioners have stated in reply to this communication, 
that the wording of tlie Accounts’ Order, Article 7, No. 7, appears 
to them to imply, that the Auditor’s surcharge, in case of loss or 
other deficiency in goods in the custody of an Officer, is to be fol- 
lowed by Civil Proceedings on the part of tbe Board of Guardians 
on the Bond, or by Criminal Proceedings, as the occasion may 
require, and not by .any proceedings on the part of the Auditor 
himself.

No. 6 Dietary : — Circular to Inspectors relative to the 

use of Vegetables in Soup. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
8tli November, 1853. 

Sib 

The Commissioners for administering tho Laws for Relief of 
the Poor in Ireland, request that you will inform them whether 
there are any Unions in your District in which soup, containing vege- 
tables, as directed in the Workhouse Regulations, does not form part 
of the established dietary of the Workhouse; and you will be so 
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good as to name any Unions in -which such soup may not he at pre- 
sent used. 

The late Board of Health for Ireland, and other medical autho- 
rities, have attributed much importance to the free use of vegetables, 
and have considered variety in the food of Workhouse inmates as 
being of scarcely less importance than that the diet should be of 
adequate quantity. 

An extract, containing the opinion of the late Board of Health on 
the use of vegetables, as given in their Report, page 21, on the 
epidemics from 1846 to 1850, is herewith enclosed. 

The Commissioners request that yon will urge on the Guardians 
of Unions, in which vegetables are not cultivated for tbe use of the 
Workhouse, the importance of their having provision made for that 
purpose ; and the Commissioners consider that, in addition to the 
advantages pointed out by the Board of Health, as derivable from 
the use of vegetables, an abundant supply of carrots, onions, and 
leeks, or even turnips, would tend to diminish the evil of an insuf- 
ficient supply of milk, which has been experienced in some Unions 
during the winter season.

Extract referred to in foregoing Circular. 

“ While on the subject of diet, the Board of Health deem it of 
“ importance, through the medium of the Belief Commissioners, to 
“ draw the attention of Belief Committees, and of the people gene- 
“ rally, to the fact, that a form of disease, now very prevalent 
“ among the people, resembling, in many particulars, sea senrvy, is 
“ connected with, or dependent on, a defective nutrition, arising not 
“ from a deficiency of quantity, but from deficiency of quality or variety 
“ in the food. The potato, although not containing a large proportion 
“ of nutriment, is remarkable as containing within itself all the 
“ varied elements necessary for forming healthy blood — no one of the 
“ substitutes for it, with the exception of oatmeal, possesses this re- 
“ markable property ; and hence tbe use of more than one article 
“ of food is necessary, in order to secure a sufficient supply of the 
“ varied elements of nutrition, and thus to obviate the form of 
“ disease referred to. 

“ With this principle in view, the Board of Health, as the season 
“ of the year now gives facilities for it, strongly recommend the 
“ admixture of onions, leeks, scallions or shallots, in cooked meal 
“rations, or stirabout, which will both act as condiments, and 
“will also furnish some of the elements of nutrition essentialfor 
“ forming healthy blood. Onions are so rich iu nutritive qualities, 
“ that, as a mere article of food, one ounce and a-half may he consid- 
“ ered as equivalent to about one ounce of meal. On every 
“ opportunity the importance to health, of using vegetables, such as 
“ carrots, parsnips, turnips, and cabbage, along with meal, should be 
“ impressed upon the people. 

“It may not perhaps he out of place in these observations, to 
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“make the people generally acquainted with the high nutritive 
“ qualities of beans and peas, which, weight for weight, contain from 
“ten to twelve times as much nutriment as potatoes. In those 
“ countries where rice is very extensively used as the food of the 
“ people, experience has taught them that rice, by itself, has low 
“ nutritive qualities ; hut that the deficiency can be supplied by 
“ adding about two ounces of beans, peas, or lentils, to each pound 
“ of rice. It must, however, bo remembered, that with beans or peas 
“ some other vegetable food must be used, as although possessing, 
“ in a high degree, some of the most important elements of nutri- 
“ tion, they nevertheless do not contain a sufficient variety of other 
“ nutritive elements to support the human body in health.” 



No. 7. — Dietary : — Circular to Inspectors relative to the 
use of Vegetables in Soup.

With reference to the letter addressed to you by direction of 
the Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor 
in Ireland, on the 8tli ultimo, on the subject of the use of soup con- 
taining fresh vegetables, as an article of Workhouse Dietary, and 
to your reply thereto, from which it appears, that in some Unions 
in your District, soup containing vegetables is not given as part of 
the established Workhouse Dietary, I am directed by the Commis- 
sioners to request that you will, i'rom time to time, as opportunity 
offers, press the importance of using fresh vegetable food on tbe 
attention of the Guardians of the Unions in question, and the 
Medical Officers of the Workhouses of those Unions. 

The Commissioners are also desirous that you should urge ou the 
consideration of the Boards of Guardians, the importance of making 
the Workhouse land, as far as possible, available for the cultivation 
of such vegetables for consumption in the Workhouse, and thus 
insuring a constant supply, and at the same time providing employ- 
ment, and the means of instruction in agriculture, for the children 
under 16 years of age.

“In any case involving fraud, such as adulteration of the articles 
“ supplied, or defect in weight, the Commissioners hope to receive

“proceedings, themselves to prosecute the parties offending.” 

The quality of tlie Milk supplied, is a matter of peculiar import- 
ance during the prevalence of Epidemic Cholera ; as the Medical 
Officers appear sometimes to rely upon the use of an increased! 
Quantity of Milk, as conducive to the preservation of the health of 
the mmates. 

The Commissioners consider all substitutes for new Milk to be 
objectionable ; and every exertion should be made to compel Con- 
traetprs to supply that article without fail, and of the purest quality. 

With this view, the use of a Lactometer should be invariably 
recommended by you in Workhouses in which you find the use of 
that Instrument not already adopted : and you will in such cases, 
not fail to bring the subject under the immediate consideration of 
the Guardians, together with the propriety of their requiring the 
Master to lay before he Board every week, a record of the decrees 
of cream obtained daily in testing the supply.

in the Circular of the Commissioners of the 28th October, 1851, (see 
5th Annual Report, page 115), a copy of which Circular was trans- 
mitted to each Medical Officer on the 31st October, 1851. 

Finally, the Commissioners rely upon your securing in each 
Workhouse in your District a constant and vigilant watch on the 
part of the principal Officers, especially the Master, Matron, School- 
master, and Schoolmistress, on the state of health of every inmate, 
so as to procure immediate attention from the Medical Officer on the 
occurrence of any premonitory symptoms of Cholera.

No. 9. — Giving oi? Clothing to Paupers Leaving tiie 

Workhouse : — Circular to Boards of Guardians thereon. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
17th November, 1853. 

Sir, 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief 
of the Poor in Ireland, have observed a practice, which has gone to 
a great extent in some Unions, of granting clothing to adult paupers 
on their leaving the Workhouse. 

Since there is no direct legal authority for this form of relief as it 
is sometimes administered, doubts have been often felt as to the pro- 
priety of passing this expenditure at the audit of the Union 
Accounts. In some cases, however, the Guardians have been induced 
to clothe paupers, on their discharge, under peculiar circumstances ; 
for instance, when the clothing, the property of the pauper, has 
been lost, and a change of officers has rendered it impossible to fix 
the responsibility on a Union Officer, or when clothing has been de- 
stroyed by accident. 

Under the foregoing circumstances the proper course would be, to 
give a supply of clothing, of equivalent value, from the clothing of 
deceased paupers, or from cast Union clothing. It has, however, 
though rarely, occurred that this stock has been exhausted, and thus 
the Guardians have found it necessary to order new clothing. 

In some Unions a discretion has been left to the Officers to supply 
clothing to paupers on their leaving the W orkhouse. Such a course 
appears to be extremely impolitic ; since the manifest tendency of 
indiscriminately supplying paupers with clothing on their discharge, 
is to induce persons to apply for admission, with the object, not so 
much of seeking relief, as to obtain a fresh stock of clothing. 
Another result has been, that paupers have either come in clothed 
in rags, or have injured their own clothing whilst in the Probationary 
Ward, with the same motive. 

There are, moreover, other difficulties and objections arising from 
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tlio nature of tlie Union Accounts. At present, elotliing thus given 
to paupers on their discharge, is not separately charged from cloth- 
ing used in the house, and both, therefore, form part of the mainten- 
ance charge. Electoral Divisions, whose paupers, on their discharge 
have not received new clothing, have to bear their proportion of the 
burden, although they have not shared in the benefit of the grant 
It has been suggested to the Commissioners that it would he desir- 
able to charge the expenditure to the Electoral Division interested 
in which case, tlio charge must, under the existing Accounts’ Order’ 
appear as out-door relief, and, therefore, he confined to the aged and 
infirm, and widows, having two or more children. 

As, therefore, besides the objections already referred to, the prac- 
tice of giving clothing to adults, on their discharge, has, on the whole, 
a tendency to increase, not diminish, pauperism, the Commissioners 
recommend the G uardians to discontinue its use, as far as practicable. 

In the case of children educated in the Workhouse, and -who have 
outgrown their clothing, the Commissioners think that there may 
often be advantage in giving a suit of clothes, on their obtaining a 
promise of employment outside the Workhouse. But such grants 
should he made with much care and discrimination, and he consid- 
ered as indulgences not to he repeated. 

The Commissioners request the Guardians to bear these consider- 
ations in mind, when applications are in future made to them for 
clothing by paupers on their discharge.

PERMITTING PERSONS TO BE PRESENT WHEN THE ReTURN-

■^! G attention of the Commissioners for administering the Laws 
tor Itcliei or the Poor in Ireland has recently been drawn to the 
question of the propriety of permitting other persons to be present 
when tlie Iletpruing Officer in the Election of Guardians examines 
and casts up the Votes registered for the several Candidates for the 
Umce ot Guardian; and as the Commissioners are aware that a 
different practice is pursued in this respect by different Returning 
Officers, they deem it right to make their views on the subject 
generally known. 

by the 33rd Article of the General Election Order it is provided, 
hat when the collection of the Voting Papers shall have been com- 
pleted, the Returning Officer shall attend at the Board Room, and 
shall, assisted by the Collectors, ascertain the validity of the Votes, 
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and all all register the valid Votes duly given for each remaining 
Candidate, after which he shall ascertain and register the total 
number of such Votes for each Candidate. 

This E,ule was made because the presence of the Collector for the 
Electoral Division is necessary to enable the Returning Officer to 
ascertain with certainty the Rate-payer’s right to Vote, but there is 
no Rule which prohibits the presence of other parties who may wish 
to attend ; and it is clearly in the power of the Returning Officer 
to permit persons interested in the result of the Election to attend at 
the examination of the V otes. Seeing, however, that the Returning 
Officer has no power or authority which would enable bim to keep 
order in a public meeting of Rate-payers, the Commissioners are not 
prepared to deprive him of a discretion in regard to the admission 
or exclusion of strangers, inasmuch as the exercise of such a discre- 
tion may, ou some occasions, be necessary to the proper discharge of 
his duty. On the other hand, the Commissioners think that if the 
Returning Officer excludes from the examination of tlio Voting 
Papers for a particular Electoral Pivison, either the Candidates for 
that Electoral Bivision or those who proposed them, he should be 
prepared to show some urgent reason for a step which, generally 
speaking, would seem to be unnecessary aud unreasonable ; but tbe 
Commissioners do not think it desirable that this privilege should 
be extended to Rate-payers generally.

duce of the Workhouse Farm : — Circular to Boards of 
Guardians thereon.

Sir, 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of 
the Poor in Ireland have recently had their attention directed to the 
mode of Crediting the Produce of the Workhouse ^Farm to the seve- 
ral Electoral Divisions of the Union, as explained in the memoran- 
dum at the foot of the Workhouse Farm Account, iu the General 
Accounts’ Order, and it has been urged that the produce should be 
apportioned in the same maimer as the establishment expenses of 
the Farm, and Credited so that the Electoral Divisions which have 
contributed the largest amount of capital should receive a correspond- 
ing benefit in return. 

This proposal has-, however, appeared to the Commissioners to be 
fraught with injustice to the Electoral Divisions chargeable with the 
largest proportion of Paupers, and the Commissioners deem it right 
therefore to state, for the information of the Board of Guardians, 
the considerations by which they were influenced in framing the 
existing Ordei’ applicable to this subject. 
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By Crediting the produce of the Barm to establishment, and con- 
sequently apportioning the Credit to the several Electoral Divisions 
according to net annual value, the cost of the maintenance of the 
paupers employed in cultivating the Farm would be left wholly out 
of consideration, and thus Electoral Divisions having a small pro- 
portion of paupers would receive an undue share of the profits of 
such cultivation at the expense of Electoral Divisions charged with 
the maintenance of a large proportion of paupers ; unless, as rarely 
happens, the number of paupers charged to the Electoral Division 
hears the same proportion to the total number, as the Valuation of 
the Electoral Division hoars to tlio total Valuation. 

It was to correct this injustice that the Commissioners altered the 
system in the way laid down in the recent Accounts’ Order; and in 
doing this the Commissioners have proceeded upon the assumption, 
that the produce of the farm is, as it ought to be, mainly the result of 
pauper labour, and that the Establishment expenses of the Farm are 
limited to the necessary cost of superintendence, and the outlay for 
implements, seeds, (he. 

At the same time the Commissioners have allowed that Credit 
should be given to Establishment for the price of any produce sold, 
and this was done mainly for the purpose of indemnifying Electoral 
Divisions which might have very few paupers and yet be charged 
with their proportion of salaries, implements, seeds, &c., in the 
Establishment Account. The Commissioners think that such indem- 
nification should in every case be carried to the full extent of the 
charges incidental to the cultivation of the Farm, which have been 
debited to Establishment, and no farther ; and that the residue of 
the proceeds should go in reduction of the expense of maintaining 
the paupers.

No. 12. — Mode of bringing into the Electoral Division 
Accounts of New aftdALTERED Unions, Rates made before 
Alteration of Boundaries, but not Collected until after 
the Adjustment Accounts were made up : — Circular to 
Clerks of altered Unions. 

Poor Law Commission Office, Dublin, 
12th April, 1854. 

■Sir, 

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the 
Poor in Ireland, having been applied to in several instances for 
instructions as to the mode in which Rates, made on Electoral 
Divisions before the change of boundaries, and not collected until 
after the Adjustment Accounts were made up, should be brought into 
the Accounts of the new Unions, and credited to the Townlands 
■entitled to them, the Commissioners deem it desirable to state, gene- 
rally, for the information of Clerks of Unions, the Boundaries of 
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which have been altered, what appears to be the proper course to 
pursue in regard to such Kates or other Iieceipts. 

The final settlement in regard to such Hates or other Receipts 
must be made by ascertaining the amount of the credit to which 
each Townland is entitled in respect of such Bates, (deducting the 
cost of collection), according to its net annual value at the time of 
change, compared with the net annual value of the old Electoral 
Division in which it was comprised at the same period, and thou 
reducing the poundage of the next Rate on each Townland by the 
poundage of the amount of the credit so ascertained ; placing to the 
credit of each new Electoral Division, the aggregate amount of the 
deductions so made from the Rate on Townlands comprised within 
it, and carrying to the dehit of the “Dormer Union Account” the 
aggregate amount of the credits so given to the new Electoral 
Divisions. 

In cases where this operation is required to take place in regard 
to Townlands which were formerly comprised in another Union, it 
should bo made in reference to the next Rate after the amount has 
been received from the Union in which the Townlands were for- 
merly comprised, and, instead of carrying the amount credited to the 
new Electoral Divisions to the “ Dormer Union Account,” it should 
be carried to'tlie “ Final Adjustment Account” opened for tlie Union 
from which the payment is received. 

As the amount of the old Rate now brought into the adjustment 
calculations is, in most instances, small, tho Commissioners think 
that it will not be necessary to bring them into the new Electoral 
Division Accounts in each half-year in which there may have boon 
any old Rate collected, and that the operation above described may 
he deferred until thecollectionof tho oldRateis finally closed. Itseems 
desirable, however, that this account should bo finally closed at the 
earliest possible period, and that the Guardians should adopt, at once, 
some definite future point of time at which the collection of the out- 
standin g Rates shall be considered to be closed. Meantime any sums 
that may be collected, and any payments which may he made from 
one Union to another on account of such sums, can be brought into 
tho “ Former Union Account ” or the “ Final Adjustment Account 
as explained in the 4th Series of Accounts contained in tho exempli- 
fication already transmitted to you. 

If it should happen that any debts of the old Union, not having 
been ascertained at the time the adjustment calculations were made 
were not brought to account in those calculations, such debts may 
he brought to charge against the Townlands, and brought into tho 
new Electoral Division Accounts in a mode similar to that abovo 
described.

— Report on Building Operations and Erection 
of Workhouses in New Unions, by George Wilkinson, 
Esq., Architect to the Commissioners.

Gentlemen, Dublin, April 28, 1854. 

I have the honour to observe in continuance of the statement 
contained in my Report of the 2nd May, 1853, as published in the 
Annual Report of your Board for 1853, that New Workhouses for 
the following Unions (being those formed under the Poor Law 
Boundary Commissioners’ recommendation) have been now com- 
pleted and in occupation: — Claremorris, Clonakilty, Corrofin, Oroom, 
Dromoro West, Glennamaddy, Glin, Killala, Kilmacthomas, Mill- 
street, Mouutbellew, Newport, Oughterard, Portumna, Skull, Scrokes- 
town, Thomastown, Tulla, TJrliugford, Mitchelstown, Killadysert, 
Castlecomer, Donaghmore, Oastletowndelvin, Tobercurry, Bawnboy, 
Ballymakon. 

The Neiv Workhouse at Clonmel is also now occupied, and some 
further works are in progress for providing a Board Room and 
offices at the New Building, in order to use the Old House as au 
Infirmary and Fever Hospital altogether. 

The Workhouses for the New Unions of Ballyvaglran, Borris- 
olcane, Youglial, and the Industrial School also for the latter Union, 
are in progress at the present timo. The intended New Workhouse 
at Fermoy is not yet commenced, owing to the great delay attending 
the sito. The Contract, however, has been entered into, but pos- 
session of tlie site is still waited for. 

Building accounts connected with the Unions of Killadysert, 
Portumna, and Mitchelstown, being the only accounts received that 
have not been adjusted and reported on, are under examination. 
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The Contractor for the Castletowndelvin Workhouse demurs at 
the present time to the award made on his account, and the balance 
of his Contract, together with the sum due for Fixtures and con- 
tingent additional works, remain unpaid at present. 

Proceedings on helialf of Assignees are pending in the Bank- 
ruptcy Court with reference to the question of Scaffolding and Im- 
plements, and the cost of finishing the Donaglimore Workhouse. 
Tho Works for this building having been recently brought to a close 
by the employment of workmen and purchase of materials, under 
the provisions of the Building Contract, in consequence of the Con- 
tractor’s failure to carry on the Works. 

On the close of the Building Accounts of all the New Unions, I pro- 
pose hereafter to submit a relative statement showing the amount of 
the Contract, and the amount of Fixtures and contingent extra Works 
of each of the New Unions, and the total cost of each Building. 

Plans and specifications have been prepared during the past year, 
as -usual, for Fever Hospitals, Additional Buildings, Drying Closets, 
Ovens, and the various minor matters constantly required in some 
of the Unions ; and much time has been occupied in sanitary 
matters at the Workhouse Buildings and elsewhere. 

As an illustration of the general nature of the building operations 
connected with this department in the several Unions, I take the 
opportunity to annex a tabulated statement which was prepared in 
January last for a special purpose. It appears adapted to exhibit 
the extent of the building operations in the several Poor law Unions 
in Ireland, and the nature of the duties devolving on the Architect’s 
Office from time to time in connexion with such Buildings.

oi the present state of the labouring population in Ireland as 
hearing on the question of the continuaneo of the emigration. The 
most important point is, of course, the amount of daily wao-es 
received by them as compared with former years, and the exton? to 
which they can obtain employment.

Adverting to your letter of the 10th ultimo, relative to the pre-

Mr. Otway. — 17th April, 1851.

The only alteration in the Return of last year is, that the average 
rate of wages of agricultural labourers should now be given as 65 . 
instead of 5s. a-week.

District comprised in the Counties of Dublin, King’s, and Wicklow. 

In the city of Dublin no alteration of importance has taken 
place, but the Returns for the present year show a small advance 
as compared with those of last year. In the rural parts of the 
district there is an increase in the rate of wages paid to agricul- 
tural labourers, which has risen from 5s. to Cs. per week, and in 
many instances, in the neighbourhood of towns, 8s. is given \ and 
although among trades generally there has not been so decided an 
advance, there is an increase in most instances. 

Mr. R. Boueke. — 22 nd April, 1854. 

District comprised in the Counties of Galway, Leitrim, Mayo, Koscommou, 
and Sligo. 

Thou<di the number of workmen has considerably diminished, 
hut little increase has taken place in the general rate of wages for 
agricultural labourers, and in several instances they still continue at 
6c?. per day. This is attributable to a disinclination on the part of 
employers to innovate on a long-established scale, and a determina- 
tion rather to reduce the quantity of labour, or get the work done 
by women and boys, than to submit to a higher standard of wages. 
At hurried times of the year, however, as much as Is. 6 d. and 2s. 
a-day is given. The labour of small farmers is chiefly performed 
by themselves and members of their family, aided by a. servant 
girl and a herd hoy. These two classes of labourers are much iu 
demand, 'and much sought after in the Workhouse Schools. The 
reduction in the number of tradesmen has given rise to a larger 
proportionate increase in their rate of wages, which has steadily 
increased. The drain of labour by emigration continues with little 
diminution, and the effect of this upon the wages of agricultural 
labourers cannot he long delayed. After harvest, the wages will 
probably be up to Is. a day. The number of labourers going from 
heuce to England is less than in former years. 
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Mr.' Barron. — 25th April, 1854. 

District comprised in tlie Counties of Cavan, Fermanagh, Donegal, Longford, 
Monaghan, Leitrim, Meath, and ‘Westmeath. 

The wages given are higher than last year, and from the increas- 
ing prosperity of the country, there is every likelihood that they 
wiil be still higher, 

Mr. Hubaud. — 20.th April, 1854. 

District comprised in the Counties of Galway and Mayo. 

More than usual activity prevailsnmong all classes of labourers and 
artisans. Probably the wages of artisans will keep up to or near the 
present standard, but it is doubtful as to the wages of labourers. 
There has been a remarkable degree of speculation in the potato 
crop, which requires a great amount of labour to bo applied within a 
limited time, and there has, consequently, been a great demand for 
able-bodied men and women, and, therefore, the average taken 
now will be much beyond the average weekly earnings spread over 
the year. The high price of provisions and the impending war 
have each had a tendency to raise wages, which is not to be alto- 
gether attributed to scarcity of labourers induced by emigration. 

The wages of all kinds of labour, as compared with the Returns 
of last year, have increased, and in some instances to a very great 
degree ; but some caution is necessary in drawing inferences by 
comparison, as the rate of wages, particularly with regard to agri- 
cultural labour, and trades connected with agriculture, are greatly, 
affected by the period of the year at which the inquiry is made. 
It is not possible, in the present state of the country, to. estimate, 
the probable weekly earnings throughout the twelve months.

District comprised in the Comities of Antrim, Armagh, Down, 
Londonderry, and Tyrone. 

There has been no material variation in the average rate of 
wages since last year’s Return ; for though there have been disturb-; 
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ing causes, the demand and supply remain much in the same . rela- 
tive proportions. There has been a degree of stagnation in the 
staple manufacture of the district, and many factories have been 
working short time. There are now symptoms of revival, and 
there has been a considerable drain to supply the deficiency caused 
by the strikes in England. 

The wages of agricultural labour remain precisely in the same 
state, averaging from 5s. 6<A to 6s. a-week; but it is doubtful 
whether fully able-bodied men are to be obtained at those rates, 
and on the railroads they are receiving 10s. a-woek. 

By Colonel Clarke’s second Report, the average rate of wages of, 
agricultural labourers appears to be 6s. 6c?. per week, whereas last 
year tlxe average was given at 5s. 3 cl. 



Mr. W. Hamilton. — 20$ April, 1854. 

District comprised in the Counties of Kilkenny, Wexford, and Waterford. 

The general average rate of wages appears to have advanced in 
all parts of the district. There has been an unusually good; 
demand, and, in some instances, a short supply of all classes of 
mechanics and labourers, and employment lias been constant. Still 
the advance lias not been proportionate to the increased price of 
food • so that had it not been for the emigration that has taken 
place, and the healthy state of the district, there would be almost 
as much destitution as at any former period. Emigration lias 
reduced the number in the Workhouses, and insured work for those 



who remain. 



Mr. Horsley. — 19'$, April, 1854. 



District comprised in the Counties of Kerry and Cork. 

During the busiest period of the present season, the supply of 
really able-bodied and otherwise good agricultural labourers has 
been extremely limited, and labourers who would scarcely have 
been ranked as such, in former years, readily find employment at 
moderate ■wages. The drain. of able-bodied male labourers by emi- 
gration lias been the chief cause of this ; and there is but little 
appearance of that drain receiving any check, judging by the desire 
for emigration which is evinced by the people themselves, and the 
large sums remitted for that purpose by relations who have already 

Although the existing rate of wages is higher than in the past 
year the rise is not commensurate with the increased prices of food. 

The supply of skilled mechanics and artisans is smaller than in 
former years, and their wages are consequently higher.

District comprised in tile Counties of Limerick aiul Kerry. 

There does not appear to be much difference in the rate of wages 
paid to mechanics as compared with last year; but in regard to agricul- 
tural labourers there is a marked rise in the amount of money wages 
they receive. Their general condition, however, is not improved, 
as the price of provisions has also risen considerably. Their condi- 
tion, however, may, in other respects, be considered to be improving. 
Emigration is acting favourably on the labour market, both in 
regard to the increased demand for labour and the continuous 
employment afforded ; and it is anticipated that when a reduction 
in the price of provisions takes place, no great diminution in the 
rate of wages will ensue. 



Mr. O’Bjiien, 25ft April, 1854. 

District comprised in the Counties of Westmeath, Longford, King’s, 
Roscommon, Leitrim, and Galway. 

The tendency to advance, which he observed on, in forwarding 
tlio Return of last year, has since developed itself very decidedly, 
especially in the case of agricultural labour — a result which is to 
be referred to the circumstance that this class has been affected 
more than any other by the emigration movement, and, in part, to 
the fact that the remunerative prices of the past year, and the 
prospect of a still further improvement in the coming year, havo 
had the effect of greatly increasing the extent of tillage. 

Mr. Luoas. 

District comprised in the County of Clave. 

The Returns exhibit a slight improvement in the rate of wages 
as compared with the Returns of last year ; but the increase bears 
little proportion to the advance in the prices of the necessaries of 
life. 

The demand for labour is increasing, and becoming more perma- 
nent and steady in its character. This may be attributed to the 
improved condition of the employers, and the drain from emigration. 

Mr. Hall.— 23rd April, 1854. 

District comprised in the County of Cork. 

A considerable rise has taken place in the wages paid for almost 
every description of labour; but in the case of agricultural la- 
bourers, and the less highly-paid mechanics, tlio increase has 
scarcely exceeded the increase in the. price of food. Employment 
is, however, more readily obtained by these classes, and its continu- 
ance is more certain.
